The Uarione collective evolved around 
five years ago. foung unwrployed people 
In the punk scene got together to try * 
tee i dit rort change happening. Init¬ 
ially unsure of Its direction. It milled 
jrojnd doim; the usual 'punk* things, 
tapes, lines, gigs etc, but eventually 
people decided that a building, to prov¬ 
ide a permanent venue for 9 l 9 t, should 
be the et«. About 2*» yean ago a build¬ 
ing became available, but without the 
facility of being a venue. This bull fl¬ 
ing Is now the “City Centre AUematlve"- 
A) tentative? To Mhat? well. Just about 
everything the system offers us. It 1l 
a 3-storey bull fling, and on the ground 
floor we have e fully equipped studio 
where bands can coat and practise at 
non-rlpoff prices, which is a start con¬ 
trast to what Is availableelsewhere. On 
the second floor Is the Glros vegetarian- 
vegan cafe/drop-ln centre. The cafe 11 
run by vegan/veggie volounteers, usually 
open 6 days a week, where good food com 
cheap, again at honest non-rlpuff prices 
(on average the food the cafe provides 
would cost you twice es ouch anywhere 
else In Belfast). On the top floor Is 
an arts workshop which offers a variety 
of services. There art weekly meetings 
In the ceft, where the people who run 
the place, the people who give a daom. 
discuss how things should be done. The 
neetings are open to anyone, and espec¬ 
ially, seen as the whole thing is run by 
anarchist* on anarchist principles, there 
It no cne around to tell anyor* vis* 
what to do. 

The cafe as a drop-in centre Is a 
place whercpeople can Just come to be 
themselves for an hour or two. and is ■ 
focal point for a lot of the local 
punk scene. There Is a reasonable selec¬ 
tion of 1 taf 1 • U/ 1 ines/records on salt 
In the cafe, so hopefully we can cducatE 
jeonW a\ Mr 11 at stuffing then full of 
/mettle veggie food! Sometimes it’s easy 
to forget, as you dive Into another 
bowl of lentil broth, just how political 
the whole place Is- saueezed in between 
a gold merchant and a solicitors office, 
our centre is « big two finger to the 
system all around us, proof that If we 
•ant to oet together. Ignore personal 
differences, and start a revolution!M) 
Its entirely possible. Doq't let any 
“oh so hip** leftin tell you that anar¬ 
chism can't work- it will. It can, A <t 
does, ok Mi 

The success of the centre reflects 
the renaissance of the punk scene here 
Recently we've been getting crowds of 
over 300 at our gigs, yet a couple dozen

UK mainland are getting pitiful crowds 
of 15-30-60 etc There are also many 
other left-wing groups Involved with the 
centre- a very active hunt sab group, wz- 
aeni groups, squatters (tho only a few 
as squatting is a criminal offense here) 
there's an anarchist lending library, & 
the collective produces a monthly newt- 

iheet called 'Uarxine" which Is free 
to anyone but - please include suitable 
postage costs If you're sending for 
scwe. We also support cthrr 
struggles, for eumplt at • recent gig 
we organised the gig was a benefit for 
34 women strikers who were sacked fre* 
a Belfast fashion shop for refusing to 
toe the managements line, and for try¬ 
ing to organslse a union within the 
shop. 

The collective has mane one ip so 
far. He will be Free* [the slogan 
of the Wirzone collective) which feat¬ 
ured three bands; Stalag 17, Asylum, I 
Toaic waste. All these bands have now 
split, and the Lp is now sold out. A 
new Lp is due out soon, but due to the 
Increasing nunber of good new bands, 
it will be a compilation Lp of many 
bands from all around Ireland. There 





are a lot of demo tapes being released 
at the moment, A other people have 
been offering to put ton* Belfast 
hands onto vinyl (they’re so good 
y'seef). There are the decisional 
tines. and « list of live tapes of 
gigs In Belfast/Dublin is being set 
up. 

Hell, you will probably have 
heard a lot about the conflict in n. 
Ireland. To breifly sunraarlte tty feel¬ 
ings about the situation here, as an 
anarchist, I see the struggle as a 
battle that can't be won The British 
anty govern me from London, or if the 
IMA get their way, the IRA may govern 
me fro* Dublin- fuck you all *ou can 
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have your battles over wntch flag you 
want to see flying from your houses 
Of parliament, but ny friends and I, 
we fight to burn your fucking system 
to the ground. Me fight for the day 
when Protestant and Catholic can 
walk hand in hand throughout Belfast, 
fearing no-one, That's things put 
very simply Indeed, but 1t‘s wy 
basic sentiments. 

Finally, a lot of people 
Imagine there Is (or should be) some 
tort of "Warzone Party Policy", one 
Ideology that we all should adhere 
to. if there hat to be one, 1 supp¬ 
ose the botto* line of thr collect¬ 
ive is that wt're all individuals A 
respect each other as such. Thus all 
what I've said is my Individual view, 
and someone could ( *nd probably 
would!) give an entirely different 
account of things!

The month of April aw the struggles 
of native people in Canada reach new lev¬ 
els of Intensity I tactics, from nne 
end of the country to the other, there 
wen hungerstrikes, blockades, vlolls, 
sit-ins, marches A court challenges on a 
variety of issues ranglngfrom government 
fundino cut-backs, land claims, new fieqa- 
projects threateninn Indian land, effort 
to bring the case of american Indian lea¬ 
der Leonard Peltier back Into the Canad¬ 
ian courts A low level NATO bomber flloh- 
ts over Laborador 

Elont Indian students went on a 
hungerstrik# on Harch 72 to protest the 
cut-backs by tha federal gov‘t- for fund- 
Ino oost secondary school education 
which had provided tultlonl other expen¬ 
ses as well as a living allowance for 
any trtity Indian who went to university 
or college As Is so often the case. It 
was the increasing succes of the proaram 
that caused the state to want to cap the 
funding both for Individuals A the over¬ 
all program, Nor* A more native student 
chose to make use of the program because 
it offered a way out of the welfare et- 
istence tant Is the lot ofrost Canadian 
Indians But the state is never happy 
to educate those who might use their 
mow]edge A skills to better themselves 
t fight far the rights of their people. 

Hore students Joined r as the hun¬ 
gers trike dr ft loped. Though the tactic 
was not always appreciated by the leader 
ers of tne national native organisation, 
the Assenbly of First Uatlons(AFN). the 
students did re;leva wide support.

for tresspassing from these actions.

MORE on VOTING 


Mhlle the debate about anarchists 
participating in electoral processes has 
raged on stnrr the 1600s, and It If old 
ground already well travelled, the 
recent federal elections was our first 
introduction to this gamr as we had not 
been eligible for previous elections. 
Because of this,last Issue luid an article 
concerning unarchiits/antl-parllamantary 
leftists urging us to vote. Below Is a 
response from Jake of “UK RESIST", a 
newsheet In the UK that acts as a calendar 
for anarchist and punk activities. 

The Case for Voting- An Anarchist Per¬ 

spective. 

1 read fiords article "Anarchy Isn't 
adou: voting* In ES no.9 with a feeling 
of great frustration and annoyance. 

Firstly because Gord put his arguemnt 
agalsnt voting very well, second, ly 
because l still believe that not voting 
Is one of the greatest anarchist qyths, 
which Cord no doubt convinced a few 
more people of with Ms piece 

The arguement agalsnt voting sounds 
attractive but is extremely simplistic. 

Of course all political parties are the 
same In the broad sense, and as aner-* 
chtsts wt want to do away with all power 
seekers whether of left, right, or 
centre The differences are ones of 
degree, and if you think I find life 
wore bearable under left wing than right 
winy rule, then you're right* What 
would all the latter day non-voting anar¬ 
chists havr been doing when Hitler was 
about to be voted Into power- golno irs* 
ound saying “Don't vote-they’re all the 
same"? To me that’s not far off the 
attitude of anarchists who won't vote ag¬ 
ainst Thatcher/Reagan (whor. they regular- 
1ly call fascists). 


Gord implies that there Is a choice 
between mating and advancing the strugg¬ 
le' This ts simply not true. ! promote 
emd argue for anarchism, and Involve iny 
self In anarchist struggles, and ©me el¬ 
ection day 1 vote for the party who will 
give me as an arorcnlst, the most room 
to manoeuvre in when they’re in power. 
This ts not voting with a blindfold on, 

I have no Illusions about the electoral 
system But 1 am not so stupid as to 
Ignore every blatant difference between 
two sets of politicians. 

Anarchists are often accused of 
being utopian. Gord and others Jsut 
perpetuate this eyth with their talk of 
"violent revolution". Baca In the real 
world, conservatives with rambo flot¬ 
ions and fascist flirtations are&iog 
voted in while holier-than-thou anarch¬ 
ists sit back and talk of "cine the rev¬ 
olution.. H For cnrls’takes wake up* 
This l& true not only on a national lev¬ 
el but the smell local level. If the 
people of ay area vote In a Tory council 
next year, then bang goes support for 
racial and srxual minorities, bang goes 
ANT chance to monitor local police 
activity, bang goes trade unlon/unenploy- 
ed centres where people get Important 
help on safety matters often against the 
excesses of local companies who think 
people don't know thdr rights. 

fes, l would rather live In a count¬ 
ry like Sweden or Iceland wrrere people 
don't starve, where people aren't killed 
for political reasons, and there are no 
wars, fes ! also think these countries 
provide a norm suitable climate for an 
•narcMsl/1 Iberurian society", There 
would be more oppurtunlty to make 
non-violent advancements In such count¬ 
ies.

ancestry A kinship, theyfeve shown that 
none of their people ever gave away 
right* to the land of Canada." The 
Innu haw been protesting lew level 
military flights which are designed to 
train Canadian ft other NATO pilots how 
to fly low enough to evade russian radar 
The Innu say these flights, often just 
• bow tree level, terrify both them ft 
the caribou, their trad!flora’ food and 
source of so much of their culture. The 
caribou herd has had Its suual migatsry 
patterns disrupted by the incredibly 
loud noise of the jets. The Innu also 
say that the screaming planes shatter 
the tranquility of the bush, A have tiad 
a severe effect on both the young A the 
elder*. They have waged a long campaign 
of sit-ins 4 carp-ins at the base U pro¬ 
test not only the flights but also*t- 
eepts by Canada to win approval to use 
the site for § vastly expanded NATO 
training program which would Increase 
the nianber of yearly flights from 7,00- 
7,000 to <0,000. The new proposals 
would also see part of Nltasslnan con¬ 
verted into a bombing range Canada Is 
desperitely seeking to win NATO approval 
for Nltasslnan as the sltefcr the tew 
practise range over one In Turkey. An 
international campaign Is also being 
waged .in some of the European NATO 
countries to 9 «t their gov't.s to turn 
down canadas suggestion. 

The removal of the Innu from the 
base, the day after the court decision, 
as they were trying to deliver a letter 
to thr base saying that Canada I Its 
NATO allies were trespassing on Innu 
land, show that the court decision was 
far from a clear victory. It will slew- 
ty wind Its way throuoh the higher 
courts. Other recent court decision* 
have been very reactionary, onr in On¬ 
tario basically throw* out A disregards 
any sense of aboriginal rt?Hts to the 
land. But this has not stopped nation 
after nation from going to the courts, 
using road blocks A other tactics to 
either claim tnetr land or save it. In 
a real sense. It ‘s • last ltand for 
many of these people. Thetesource ind¬ 
ustry (1e. logginc, mining), upon which 
so much of the Canadian economy Is depen¬ 
dant, ravages the land 1i» search of pro¬ 
fit, threatening to destroy what little 
native land is left that can support a 
hunting, gathering, ft trapplnq society. 
The James flay Cree, who *»de a multi- 
million dollar settlement with the pro¬ 
vince of Quebec in exchanae for • mass¬ 
ive hydro electric project, haw found 
that wtoittr society still doe* not keep 
Its treaties. Moreover, mu«h of the 
land that was to be theirs. Is now a 
waste land of mud flats, withthe wild¬ 
life destroyed or disrupted. the.fish, 
upon which ruch of the diet Is based. Is 
contaminated with mercury. They will 
fight harder against new proposals by 
rjuebec to build even bigger A no re des¬ 
tructive dams In o<*der to reap « 20 bill¬ 
ion dollar salt of power to the US. 

The native peoples of Canaoi the 
status I nen-status Indians, the Inuit 4 
the Hpt<*. represent and are Involved in 
many of the issues facing the Canadian 
people. The Innu are leadinq the str¬ 
ung!# igiint NATO I mWtarliitlon; the 
envlorenmcrtil noverm at sees Its Inter¬ 


ests represented in tne native land 
claims even If sometimes there i»-e con¬ 
flicts between the two In specific in¬ 
stances; the union* A churches I the 
national federation of students have 
com out in support of native education 
Since it is the first round in the re¬ 
newed fight against the cut-backs being 
implemented by the re-elected conservat¬ 
ives; government inquiries in 2 province 
eei looking at native people A the Just¬ 
ice system A the police have exposed the 
rampant racism to which they an subjec¬ 
ted Just as the blacks A aslans are in¬ 
creasingly finding the racism against 
them intolerable. The native peoples 
are on the front line of the struggles in 
Canada against the right-wlnq agenda for 
Canada (ly supporting the struggles of 
native people, the non-native Canadians 
can only strengthen their own movements.

ANARCHIST & AUTONOMOUS 
LEFT in EUROPE 


Below w» present an article on the 
anarchist & autonomous left throughout the 
UK & Europe, contributed by a corrode who 
recently travelled through these areas. 

At various points we have up-dated some 
of the Information, A If It's not already 
clear we should mention that these are 
brief sunroarys' A generalisations of the 
situations in each of these countries. 

Too often aany people hear nothing 
about the radical politics or groups 
that are struggling Just across the 
oceans. Through real international sol¬ 
idarity we can learn from these movements. 

The 'civilised first world' Is 
not 10 quiet, people are resisting this 
machine... remember we art everywhere, 

Greece In Greece, the large anarchist 
ncvement Is involved a great deal In 
combatting pollce/state repression. 1ms 
often leads to violent confrontations, I 
several anarchists have been allied by pot- 
ice In cold blood. Last year, hov. 17, 
Athens burned on the anniversary of the 
riot against the military regime In 1973. 
Around 3,000 anarchists attacked cops with 
stones, bottles I nolotovs. Police retal¬ 
iated with tear gas A many protesters were 
helped by locals who oave them lemons 
(agai.vst thr tear gasj. The movement also 
Piyi parttculer attention to anti-prison A 
prisoners struggles A liberation struggles 
such as the Palestinians. This solidarity 
can take the form of distributing Info, 
demonstrations A direct actions such as 
occupations or attacks on appropriate 
property Many of the Ideas A methods of 
anarchism nave gone into practise among 
students Tired of rtdun dant l pointless 
'education' as well ai repressive teacher*, 
students as young as 14 A IS have occupied 
their schools A run tbe^ for themselves. 
Though sexism is • real problem, there are 
a growing number of anarchist-feminists A 
wore conclous males challenging these 
ideas Tne bs' presence is widespread; 
there are loads of publications, 4 In 
Athens alone, as well as many clubs, book¬ 
shops, *nfo centres, even in towns with 
as small a population as £5,000. 

Poland Everyone has heard of Sglidarit^ 

A thou’.‘ there were anarchists Involved In 
the past. It certalntly wasn't an I organ¬ 
isation Host ds* in Poland are concerned 
about A involved in opposing militarism, 
cc-rpulsonry military service, animal 
rights, campaigns and actions relating 
to freedom of expression I anti-nuclear A 
ecological work. 

Actions In Poland lack the militancy of 
those In Europe, sit down protests A wall 
postering being much more conmon than 
nolotovs A spontaneous demonstrations. 

The only specifically anarchist group «s 
RSA from Gdansk, but the widespread 
'freedom and Peace' arouo (W1P) was

founded by anarchists A still run along 
anarchist principals. In the past these 
groups have been Involved In workplace 
occupations, demonstrations against 
nuclear power, public Information about 
animal experiments, A symbolic actions 
about ecological destruction. Though 
not strigtly pacifist, many #s‘ In Pol¬ 
and try whenever possible to use pacif¬ 
ist tactics. 

UK Unlike the rest of Europe, the anar¬ 
chist novement in the UK has a lot of 
anarcho-syndicalists ideas, that Is that 
workers can create revolution through 
taking control of the means of production 
A distribution, I each comunlty should 
decide for themselves what they need A 
how they want to work- not a gov’t, or 
political party. A strong weapon In this 
form of struggle agaonst state power Is 
felt to be the political strike or occup¬ 
ation. Thouhg very few anarchists are mem¬ 
bers of the British section of the IMA- 
the International anarcho-syndicalist 
union, these workerist ideas play a major 
role In the thinking A work of #*'. Every¬ 
thing from supporting strikes, to publish¬ 
ing info of occupations and boycotts 
right through to Initiating these actions. 
Other areas of struggle are not ignored - 
feminism, anti-nuclear, ecology, animal 
liberation, counter Information, tile 
any large movement there Is a huge variety 
of publications. Including sltuationists, 
pacifists, animal lib., spirituallty. 
International solidarity, to more militant 
publications. There Is also a large 
Involvement In community struggles A soc¬ 
ial Issues like housing, welfare rights, 
rape-relief centres. Due to Its geograph¬ 
ical Isolation, the level of International 
co-operation A contact Is not as high is 
In continental Europe. 

Turkey The anarchists here have a very 
recent history, less than 5 years. In 
that time In Istanbul they have brought 
together • group of 54) people. In other 
cities groups also foraed to learn A 
discuss anarchist Ideas. These people 
have all come as a result of their disill¬ 
usionment with Hartist A authoritarian 
politics. They were attracted by the idea 
of anarchism precisely because!t offer* a 
practical A acceptable alternative to 
State A party domination. They liked the 
Idea of Individuals being free to make 
their own choices A decisions, to be able 
to live A work together without divisions 
of sex, race or economics. To be free to 
Share A co-operate on an equal basis with 
out restraint. To date their activities 


have Included transiattng books A paepniet 
Into Turkish, producing a monthly maaailne 
discussing alternatives to competitive. 
authoritarian, ecolloglcally destructive 
lifestyles A running an $ Info centre. 

Feminism and the enviorenment are a major 
concern In their activities. At all times 
they are under constant risk of arrest A 
imprisonment, at well as fascist attacks- 
simply for being anarchists. 

West Germany W. Germany Is one of the 
cost repressive states in Europe, but It 
also has one of the largest A best organis¬ 
ed ontl-authorltarlan rcvemmntt in Europe 
Host of the people In the movement would 
describe themselves as "Autonomes”, mean¬ 
ing thty are free Individuals, autnomout 
from any Party or dogma. Host cities have 
liveable A very active autonomy communit¬ 
ies. Often In these cities they nm their 
own cultural A political centres where 
they can organise from, meet people, pirty 
A generally try to develop a free, non-se*- 
Ist, non-racist, anarchistic envlorenmnet 
Sometimes these centres become part of a 
whole squatted city block where people 
live, work A develop coowunities of resist¬ 
ance, such as Haffenstrasse In Hamburg. 

Some of these centres or squats have 
nightly or weekly ‘Peoples kitchens' where 
even If you have no money you can always 
eat. Autonomes place great signifigance 
on 'solIdarity’. solidarity with workers A 
Students, A primarily wlml Iteration str¬ 
uggles around the world. Though as « ntt- 
authoritarlans they want a society without 
a state, patriarchy, or domination, they 
will support anti-imperialist movements I 
causes, even If that means a new state to 
replace the old one- as In Nicaragua 
They feel that each break an exploited 
country makes with ImperliHIm then that 
makes their own liberation one ttep closer. 
This Is a cannon view In W. Europe, but 
not so in Britain A E. Europe. The nove- 
ment Is also very Involved in trying to 
counter thr ever present threat of total¬ 
itarian gov't, through direct actions 
against nuclear power, repressive new 
laws (not allowed to wear tusks on denes 
etc), A genetic engineering A the total 
control of populations It can give. The 
level af militancy Is high, A there exists 
a relatively strong clandestine struggle 
In the form of the BAI. Revolutionary 
Cel 11 . a Qte 2ora . who consistently carr> 
out anr^i attaert on state targets. 

Holland In Holland, autonomei A anarcftlft 
have occupied hundreds of houses A other 
abondoned buildings to provide their own 
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housing 4 organised social centres 4 Un. 
When*necessary they havt tfilltantly dtf* 
endec their community from police I 
fascist attack.. Over the years they have 
shorn themselves to be one of the nost 
practice! groups of people to counter 
the growing threat of neo-nati 4 fascist 
groups. They try to Investigate exactly 
o are the people forcing these groups ♦ 

I are succeaful In prvaklng up meetings, 4 
cften Its the autonomies who'll actively 
fight off attacas from these groups at 
Public community events.

Besides the CRT there Is also 
a large autonomas movement- Involved in 
everything from animal liberation, 
squatting, patriarchy to resistance to 
police repression 4 the growing role of 
RATO In Spain. Of particular note Is the 
conflict the CHT-AIT <4 now involved In 
with a splinter CRT group, which Is 
nothing wore than a statist-union with 
little basis In anarchism, This 'phoney* 
CRT Has launched a legal campaign to 
retrieve all funds owed to the CRT -AIT 
that were stolen under Franco. The new 
'social-democratic' gov't nas of course 
greatly aided this fake CXT

lort than 16 nonttii mo, m Oecemy- 
fr * 1987, the Palestinian people rose up 
gainst the Israeli occupation. The In¬ 
ti fadnh, tfce Uprising, has become a crit¬ 
ical point in the Palestinian struoole, 
brinninq that struggle into the verv 
centre of the occupied land. What Is so 
feverful aheut this Uprising it that, 
unlike Palestinian Liberation Organisat¬ 
ion military attacks, which hit Israeli 
tamets outside of the occupied lands, 
this demonstration of resistance Is 
carried out by an entire people. Before 
the Intifadeh, there had never been any 
general strikes or mss demonstrations. 
nor had Arabs of the territories been 
joined by Arabs of pre-1967 Israel. 

Even before the Intifadeh. Palestin¬ 
ians faced a dally oppression, a dally 
suffering These conditions intensified 
between June A August 1907, when a ser¬ 
ies of pogrors aqalnst Palestinians 
began. Suddenly, In a given nelchbor- 
r>srt, all the apartrents, houses or roor 
rented by Arabs were vandalised I burned. 
Arabs were beaten I expelled. Police 
nave no Protection, A the neighborhood 
was ’•free" of Arabs. To describe this, 
the »<€brew press used a German word, 
Arabrtln , derived from the Nazi word 
Judenrein -"dean of Jews*. To compare 
this process to that used b* the toils 
is no mistake. This H believed t) be 
one of the Instigations of the revolt. 
Another important factor is what has 
teen called the "Transfer Proposal**. 

This has been the current In Israel from 
around Auo. 87. A It Is a proposal to 
expel' ill Palestinians, both fror Is¬ 
rael A from the occupied territories. 

This Idea of -ass emulsions first sur¬ 
faced In 1939. with Zionist leader Zeev 
Jnbotlntky. Even -ore recently Ariel 
Sharon stated. In 1982. that his own 
lone-term strategy was to Push Palestin¬ 
ians out of the liest Bank, Seeping only 
eoouon for labour. Rabbi *<e1r Kahnne. i 
forner amerlcan A founder of the Jewish 
Defence League . renularlly calls for 
tne Purification of Israel by excising 
the Arab “cancer" Kihane reportedly 
enjoys growing support anono Israels 
younger generation. 

The Palestinian struggle for mdnp- 
meaner has a long history, having cane 
thrcuch 4 lucceiWe Hlltary occupations- 
Turkish, British, Jordanian, A Israeli. 
The first civilian administration of tne 
British occupation. In the early 1900s*. 
was ^resided ever by Zionist Herbert Sam¬ 
uel. who, alonf with other Zionists in 
control of legislation laws A ifonlnrat- 
lon. vigorously pursued the Zionist pro- 
nrat of creating the state of Israel, 
tt? 1947. with large «<jnbers ©f Jews flee¬ 
ing persecution In war-tom Europe, and 
novlno to Palestine, the Jewish populat¬ 
ion swelled to close to 30t of the ent¬ 
ire populace. A United flattens resolut¬ 
ion recotwnded partitioning Palestine 
into 2 states, one Jewish. A one Palest¬ 
inian Palestinians, still the lame 
majority, rejected the proposal of split¬ 
ting their country. By torch 1948, with 
the British forces disamlna A room .* 


tng my Palestinian resistance, Zionist 
forces went on the offensive to brlno a 
military solution to the problem. By 
toy IS. over ACC.OOO Palestinians had 
been driven out of their homes A land. 

In the end of the 1948 war up to 600,000 
Palestinians were homeless, A more than 
400 Palestinian villages had been raxed. 
The newly created state of Israel also 
enlarged the area provided In the partit¬ 
ion plan by taking half the area destin¬ 
ed for • reduced Palestinian state. 

UI tit this, only the West Hank A Gaza 
were left to the Palestinians, which 
*ere administered by Jordan A Eqynt In 
the 1967 war, Israel attacked Its neighb¬ 
oring Arab countries, A look control of 
the lest Bank I Sara Thus a complete 
turn-about of the situation was engin¬ 
eered, in 1947 Jews possessed less than 
101 of the land, now Arabs are left In 
possession of lSl of that same land, 
with the rest in Jewish control. It has 
become a brutal examplt of the oppressed 
becoming the oppressor, the executed now 
the executioner. So, as has been said 
In a Trench Journal, Le BrUe-GUce 
(translated in fifth Estate )-Sowever 
repressive It -ray nave bren from Its 
very origins, Zionism represented « 
movement of t-aancloatlor for many opp¬ 
ressed Jews Once Israel was establish¬ 
ed. Zionism, whether left or right- has 


beer nothing more than a project to de¬ 
fend a state which, to survive. Is con¬ 
demned to practise a policy of aportheld 
Internally A imperialism externally*. 

ATAnwtlD INTCIWAU? 

The system of apartheid Israel prac¬ 
tises has drawn deserving comparison! to 
the apartheid In S. Afrlca.wlth whom Is¬ 
rael has had a lone A prosperous econom¬ 
ic I military relationship with, dealinn 
In xms S Intelligence support (a tale 
nf two fascist states*). 

Like non-whites In S. Africa. Pales¬ 
tinians ffxist carry identification papers 
• t all times, with threat of imprison¬ 
ment. They must follow strict curfews; 
no cne from the 'dest Bank or Gaza can be 
in Jerusalem after wtdnlght This also 
Is the same for most Israeli towns, and 
no Palestinians my b* In those towns af¬ 
ter dart Palestinians a-e not allowed 
to study or train for certain Jobs, es¬ 
pecially hIgn-technology Jobs. This, as 
In S. Africa. Perpetuates an in-equality 
’ ’ ’• prnvltjr*. Isrxrl with t chrxp, "un¬ 
skilled*. A ultimately dependent labour 
force Any iy*e»o1 connected to Palest¬ 
inian liberation, the PtO, the Palestin¬ 
ian flag, Is forbidden West Bank and 
Gaia Palestinians are subject to deport¬ 
ation by Israeli fillltarv decision, snd

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last year in lirael! court alio extended 
this to ret 1 don is of Jerusalem. Doxens 
of prisoners who Haw been expelled haw 
been flown by helicopter into letmnon. 

In fact, Palestinians nay be holdup to 
6 wenthi without any trial, often In 
very harsh conditions. Prisoners are 
beaten, tortured. S sexually harrassed 
One vcrcfi who mi being Interogated was 
»ept locked in a closet, described at a 
"stand up coffin", for 4 days. A prison- 
er was reportedly beaten A then taken in 
an army helicopter I dropped to the 
rjround below. Refugee camps hxwbecone 
virtual concentration camps, with Palest¬ 
inians subject to collective punishment 
4 attack from both Israeli soldiers and 
settlers. 


SMQgT-70-PUHISh 

Since the Intifadah began, up to 
$00 Palestinians have been killed by 
Israelis’, with at least 6,000 imprit- 
ined, possibly up to 12,000. In con¬ 
trast, only about *5 Israelis haw been 
killed Israeli soldiers indiscriminate 
attacks, without regard for "guilt" or 
innocence, have hit women, awn. child¬ 
ren. the young & the old. Besides break¬ 
ing bones with clubs A boots. Israeli 
soldiers have used live avunitlon. 
poisonous US-made CS tear pas, ft deadly 
plastic bullets on protesters. All 
these weapons -have inflicted death and 
thousands of injuries. Witnesses have 
reported Seeing soldiers firing indtScr- 
imanrntly into crowds, as well as seeing 
snipers A selected shootings. 

Plastic bullets were put into use 
to enforce a "shoot-fco-punlih" policy 
announced last Sept. 'B 8 after live 
rounds, tear gas, ft clubs proved "tnneff- 
ective\ The plastic bullets, 'non-leth- 
• I' at 2 30 feet I,according to officials, 
has only been issued to officers and 
snipers trained in their use. has been 
both used at close-quarters ft enjoyed a 
wide distribution as standard weaponry 
among the soldiers. Approximately half 
me plastic bullets do not shatter or e*- 
tt tna victim {tftougn they have penetrat¬ 
ed ft exited skulls ft major organs), 
leaving plastic bullets inside the per¬ 
son, who often cannot under go surgery 
to remove it as it would result in even 
greater Injury Such Injuries are not 
even registered, as there Is no bullet, 
ft tn* nunfeer of deaths due to plastic 
outlets It also unknown as Palestinian 
physicians are prohibited- by local reli¬ 
gions codes ft Israeli military regulat¬ 
ion;- from removing bullets post-mortem 
The typical victim is the young. U-15 
years old. 

Collective piMishmcn? has been used 
to divide cowunitlet I punish thee for 
resistance. Entire villages haw put 
iwider are? siege, such as Idna. where 
Palestinians have been oxtrraly active 
ft militant There, rebels attacked Is¬ 
raeli soldiers with not only rocks, but 
also molotoes ft a few irtg grenades. In 
retaliation, the village was cit off of 
all water, electricity, ft food supplies 
Schools were cla&ed. ft shops were far- 
bidden to open Other villages have 
been put under smiliar condi tions, vatb 
no one allowed to leave or enter.

RESISTANCE 

If the repression by Israeli sold¬ 
iers has been vigorous, so too has the 
Palestinian resistance. The rebels in 
the street? with stones, slings, bottles 
I nolo ton. entire communities carrying 
out General strikes closing down entire 
areas, the boycott of the Israeli econ¬ 
omy, have clearly shown that the Palest¬ 
inians, after *o year* of "quiet", llkt 
all oppressed peoples, will never remain 
docile To paint a picture of a beaten, 
submissive, people wouldbe Inaccurate. 

The oppressed fight back, A attack their 
oppressors too! for outrages, such as 
killings, there are massive demonstrat¬ 
ions , even under threat of further arery 
attack In defiance of the laws forbidd¬ 
ing any symbols of liberation, a "flag 
Uy" wm tailed for. In clandestine 
leaflets, in which Palestinians plaster¬ 
ed villages with the Palestinian flag, 
on telephone poles , buildings, even on 
ha!loons There has been m ongoing 

campaign to refuse to pay taxes, ft many 
ta* collectors hive resigned. Palestin¬ 
ian kops have also resigned their posit¬ 
ions. A In one mass resignation $00 Arab 
kops resigned Action it also taken 
against collaborators, who reclcve spec¬ 
ial Driveleges, weapons, I protection by 

the Israeli state, ft nave had their 
can fire-bombed, houses attacked, I 
have been ostracised from the conmunlty. 
In some casts, they have been exec. 

In the west Bank, Palestinians have else 
taken control for managing their Dwn 
health ft education systems. 

Resistance to the Israeli occupat¬ 
ion v brutality hm alsoccime fron left¬ 
ist Jews, who have condemned thalr coun¬ 
tries actions ft have continually called 
for dialogue with the PLD to resolve the 
situation, Some Israeli soldiers have 
also refused to enforce the occupation. 

A boycott of Israeli products has 
• **en called for, I demonstrations have 
La*rn place across Pi, Awerica, as well 
as vigils for the Palestinians, It Is 
irtccrtint to realise that the system of 



repression of the Palestinian people is 
the same system attacking the people of 
Central America ft S. Africa ft Asia. It 
is a systen that Is maintained through 
economic ft military support from our 
very own countries, tha advanced Indust¬ 
rial countries. •Israel Is itself a 
part of this structure ofimperial is*, 
supplying anas ft training to fascist 
regimes I death squids in Guatemala, 
wooduras, ft in Africa.
